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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

1 . Claims 1-3 are currently pending in this application for examination. 

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is not written in a single 
paragraph format . Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

3. The examiner has not checked the specification to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors (grammatical, typographical, and idiomatic). Cooperation 
of the applicant(s) is requested in correcting any errors of which applicant(s) may become aware 
of in the specification, in the claims and in any further amendment(s) that applicant(s) may file.

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Claim Objections 

4. Claims 1-3 are objected to because of the following informalities:

D. In claim 3, line 1, - as- should be inserted before "set".

Claim Rejections - 35 USC 8 112 (Second Paragraph) 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 3 recites the limitation "said slurry" in line 2. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-3 are not being rejected over the prior art because they contain allowable 
subject matter. 

The prior art does not disclose or fairly suggest a catalyst-support substrate composed of 
a heat-resistant porous structure having chained pores; and a catalytic layer formed on a surface 
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of said catalyst-support substrate; wherein said catalyst has pores of 1-20 um in a porosity of 
11% or more as recited in claim 1. 

There is no motivation to combine the teachings of the prior art references together.
